LizertTy—EQuaLity—-or DEATH. 


The Reprefentatives of the French People, members of the Committee of Public 
Safety, to the citizens, members of the Congre/s of the United States of America. 


FTER having laid the foundation of our liberty, it became incumbent 

on us to fecure it. A national government is born, and with it viGory. 

Emanating from the will of the people, it has their energy. For the falvation 

of the ftate it has been reforted to, and the ftate is faved. At its voice, fifteen 

armies are in motion, and triumph: At its fignal, interior order is reftored, 
fruitful induftry is expanded—the confpirators fall. 

We impart the news of the fuccefs of our armies to a people, who, having 
obtained liberty in a fimilar manner with ourfelves, cannot learn, but with en- 
thufiafm, of the victories of Republicans and the downfall of tyrants. 

Policy already appreciates the advantages of the re-taking of Toulon. Al- 
ready have the neutral powers proclaimed themfelves ; and Genoa, indignant 
at the atrocity of our enemies, who have fullied her territory by the vileft 
and blackeft of crimes ; Genoa has refumed all her energy, and driven the 
Englifh and Spaniards from her ports. . 

In the north, our triumphs, not lefs brilliant, have given the combined 
powers fome fevere fhocks. 
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They had dared to menace Dunkirk, Maubeuge and Landau, Every where 
they have been beaten ; every where have they been putto flight; and even 
towards the Rhine, our army in purfuit of them had advanced to the very 
gates of Mayence. , 

Such is the long catalogue of fuccefs which unfolds itfelf at the fame mo- 
ment, at every point to which the French Republic fends her invincible pha- 
lanxes. 

So many vitories will convey nothing aftonifhing to you—you, magnani- 
mous republicans, who will eafily conceive the prodigies which liberty is ca- 
pable of performing, after having in this vaft career left to the defenders of 
the people memorable examples. 

You had already participated in our triumphs as well in thought as political 
union: Our fuccefles reverberate on you, and the fall of our eternal and im- 
placable enemies, will be as fatisfactory to America, as to outraged France, 
Our caufe is reciprocal; it is that of every people who honor humanity. 

It is under thefe glorious aufpices that the reprefentatives of the French peo- 
ple are prefled by the defire of drawing clofer more than ever, the bonds of 
friendfhip, which unite two great, generous, and free nations. 

Thus liberty will have two points of fixture on the world, and being an im- 
moveable Coloflus, fhe will reft one foot on each hemifphere. 

At her voice let agriculture and commerce, thofe two fources of national 
profperity, pouring out under our hands their mutual exchanges, multiply, 
aggrandife and cement our friendly relations and public felicity. 

Let us difcard every thing, which may difturb that neceflary harmony 
pointed out by the nature of things, {till more than by a reciprocal intereft ; 
that harmony, which has not a cautious, felfith, mercantile policy, for its 
principle; but the efteem, the fraternity, all the focial and beneficent virtues, 
which flow from liberty ;
